ADA Busby, 

As you are probably aware, we chemists often find ourselves double summonsed to different jurisdictions for the same 
day. Several contingencies determine the reality of our appearance in court at a given opening to trials, whether there is a 
last minute plea, can a Jury can be impaneled the first day of note, etc. It would be chaos if we were to consider all the 
contingencies to every double booked appearance and try to juggle the best scenario for all parties on a given day. 

We must presume that 75 to 90% of our summons to an appearance on a particular day will not happen and each 
jurisdiction must understand that we chemists are “on call” and will go were we must for any given day. 

We chemists are forced somefimes fo triage our appearances with three criteria: 

1) commit more completely to the office which summonsed us first 

2) offer our appearance first to the office which has a higher stakes case 

3) juggle our appearances in the order determined by competing prosecutors working with each other to the 
convenience of their respective courts
